International Morse Code Gets New Character 


In Geneva on December 5, the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU) Radiocommunication 
Sector (ITU-R) Study Group 8 agreed on the wording of 
a Draft New Recommendation ITU-R M.[MORSE] that 
specifies the international Morse code character set and 
transmission procedures. It also includes a new Morse 
code character to cover the "@" symbol used in e-mail 
addresses. The draft new recommendation proposes 


using the letters A and C run together (.--.-.) to 
represent the @ symbol. — 


FEMA Says BPL Will "Severely Impair" Essential HF 
Operations 


A proverbial monkey wrench in the works for BPL? 
Expressing "grave concerns" about likely interference 
from unlicensed Broadband over Power Line (BPL) 
systems, the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) told the FCC that BPL could "severely impair" 
FEMA's mission-essential HF radio operations in areas 
serviced by BPL technology.” FEMA responded 
December 4 to last April's FCC BPL Notice of Inquiry, 
ET Docket 03-104. Now part of the Department of 
Homeland Security, the agency said its primary worry is 
BPL's potential impact on the FEMA National Radio 
System (FNARS) on HF. FNARS is FEMA's primary 
command and control backup medium under the 
Federal Response Plan. 


New General Class Question Pool Released 


The Question Pool Committee (QPC) of the National 
Conference of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators has 
released a revised and expanded Amateur Radio 
General class (Element 3) question pool into the public 
domain. The new question pool becomes effective July 
1, 2004. "The pool has been expanded to 432 
questions,” said ARRL VEC Manager Bart Jahnke, 
W9JJ, a member of the Question Pool Committee, who 
notes that all subelements grew slightly. "The largest 
increase in questions this time around was in our 
Operating Procedures and Amateur Radio Practices 
subelements,” he said. The General class question pool 
does not contain any diagrams or symbols. The new 
Element 3 question pool is available on the ARRL 
Amateur Exam Question Pools Web page 
<http://www.arrl.org/arrlvec/pools.html> in Adobe PDF 
and ASCII text format. It includes all questions and 
answers relating to Element 3.

This is a great time to contact your 
congressional representative about the 
pending bills that affect amateur radio. With 
Congress in recess, your congresspersons 
and senators are out of Washington and back 
in their home districts. Contact their offices to 
voice your support for the Amateur Radio 
Spectrum Protection Act (HR713 / S537) and 
the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Communications Consistency Act of 2003 
(HR1478). The spectrum protection bill 
requires that amateur radio receive “equivalent 
replacement spectrum” for any frequencies 
lost. The emergency communications act 
extends the existing PRB-1 protections to 
those affected by "CC&R's." What it will take 
for these measures to get attention in 
Congress is cards or letters from individual 
voters. Send or drop off a QSL card with your 
request that your representative support these 
bills which affect us all.

Excerpts from The ARRL Letter 


AO-7 Turns 30! The oldest working satellite, AO-7, will 
mark its 30" year in space during 2004. The satellite, 
which came back to life in mid-2002, was launched 
November 15, 1974, and it remained operational until 
1981, when it went dark due to battery failure. It 
remained dormant--and largely forgotten--until it 
suddenly and unexpectedly sprang back to life. AO-7 is 
in a 1460 km orbit, and AMSAT-NA considers the 
Satellite "semi-operational." Jan King, W3GEY reports 
AO-7 //www.amsat.org/amsat/news/wsr.html#ao-7 is 
running solely from its solar panels, so it will only work 
when in sunlight. It has a Mode A uplink passband at 
145.850 to 145.950 MHz and a downlink passband at 
29.400 to 29.500 MHz (CW/USB). Beacons are at 
29.502, 145.972, 435.1 and 2304.1 MHz. Ground 
controllers have only been able to activate some 
command functions. It also contains a Mode B 
transponder. To mark the satellite's 30th anniversary, 
AMSAT-NA will make available a special 
commemorative QSL card. AMSAT-NA Board Member 
and Awards Manager Bruce Paige, KK5DO, reports 
additional information will be available on the AMSAT- 
NA Web site <http://www.amsat.org>.

ARRL Urges "Thoughtful, Considered Comments" 
On Proposed BPL Rules 


Comments on the FCC Broadband over Power Line 
(BPL) Notice of Proposed Rule Making (NPRM) in ET 
Dockets 03-104 and 04-37 are due by Monday, May 3. 
The deadline for reply comments--comments on 
comments filed by others--is Tuesday, June 1. The 
ARRL will comment by the deadline on the FCC's 
proposals to amend its Part 15 rules to adopt new 
requirements and measurement guidelines for so-called 
"Access BPL" systems that provide broadband access 
via electric utility power lines. ARRL CEO David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, says the League recommends that 
members read the NPRM and develop their own 
thoughtful, considered comments that specifically 
address the FCC's BPL proposals, reflect positively on 
the amateur community and, if possible, offer 
alternative recommendations. He asked amateurs to 
keep four things in mind, however. 


"First, this is not a proceeding to ‘permit’ or ‘authorize’ 
BPL,"” he said. "BPL is already permitted under the 
existing Part 15 rules." 


Second, Sumner pointed out, the NPRM reaffirms that 
licensed services must be protected from harmful 
interference and are not required to protect BPL 
systems. "This is good, but we can't take it for granted 
that the principle will be honored in practice," he said. 


"Third," Sumner went on, "the NPRM proposes 
additional, new constraints on BPL to protect licensed 
services. The FCC did not go far enough, but at least 
the proposals aim in the right direction." 


Finally, while the League continues to believe firmly that 
BPL is "a very bad idea,” arguing that the FCC should 
ban BPL "will not get us anywhere, "he concluded. 
Instead, Sumner says, amateurs must document beyond 
any doubt the levels of protection that must be given to 
over-the-air services, then leave it for others to decide 
whether BPL is feasible within those limits. "We need to 
prove that the risk of interference is significantly greater 
than the BPL proponents Say it is," Sumner said. 


He also asserted that the FCC's proposed "interference 
mitigation" requirements fall far short of providing real 
protection from harmful interference, and that the 
Commission is ignoring the practical problems that will 
arise when Amateur Radio transmissions disrupt BPL 
systems. 
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Carrier current systems like BPL are subject to the 
FCC's Part 15 rules governing unlicensed devices, and 
the FCC has acknowledged that "amateur operations 
are likely to present a difficult challenge” to BPL 
deployment, especially in the case of hams--an 
estimated 150,000 of them--who use high-gain antennas 
sited near power lines. The proposed rules remain silent 
on the issue of mitigating BPL interference to the 
estimated 70,000 Amateur Radio HF mobile stations. 


Interference mitigation for mobile stations "is clearly 
impractical," Sumner asserted. "Since BPL systems 
operating at the present Part 15 limit cause harmful 
interference to mobiles, the only solution is an absolute 
limit on radiated emissions that is lower than the present 
limit." He said the ARRL was in the process of 
determining scientifically what the limit must be. 


Sumner further noted that the NPRM does not mandate 
a publicly accessible BPL database to facilitate 
interference mitigation for fixed stations. In addition, the 
League wants the FCC to establish performance 
standards for BPL interference mitigation. "There must 
be severe enforcement penalties for failure to resolve a 
complaint in real time and for failure to maintain the 
database," he said. 


The League encourages anyone, particularly any radio 
amateurs, who have actually experienced BPL 
interference to file detailed comments documenting the 
interference. "BPL proponents claim they are not getting 
interference complaints," Sumner noted. "If we let them 
claim their systems are 'clean' when we know they 
aren't, shame on us.” 


Interested individuals and organizations may file 
comments via the Internet, using the FCC's Electronic 
Comment Filing System (ECFS) www.fcc.gov/cgb/ecfs/. 
In an unusual move, the FCC has added another docket 
number to the BPL proceeding. That could complicate 
filling comments and may lead to some confusion. 
Although the original FCC BPL Notice of Inquiry last 
April bore ET Docket 03-104, the recent BPL NPRM 
carries an additional docket number--ET Docket 04-37. 
The ARRL advises those posting comments to use the 
main ECFS page and file their comments on both 
proceedings--ET Docket 03-104 and ET Docket 04-37. 


When submitting a comment or viewing filed comments, 
ECFS users should type "03-104" or "04-37" (without 
quotation marks but including the hyphen) in the 
"Proceeding" field of the ECFS on-line form. Do not use 
the NPRM's FCC document number when filing or 
searching for comments. The ECFS permits attaching a 
file containing detailed comments prepared off-line.

A Fun Radio Day 
Texx Woodworth, KG6ATH 


This past Sunday 18 April marked the 98th 
anniversary of the 1906 earthquake. People 
gathered at "Lotta's Fountain" at 3rd & Market. 


Members of the San Francisco NERT 
(Neighborhood Emergency Response Teams) 
provided assistance to the festivities as well as 
the San Francisco Auxiliary Communications 
Service (SFACS). | was invited to help out by 
friends in SFACS. 


This was my fourth year. | heard about it in the 
70's in college but never actually made it there 
until 2000. Thank you ACS. 


We had 10 survivors of the quake there. They 
arrived in a police escort packed into 1920 & 
1930 vintage autos. Things got harried as the 
entourage entered the wrong way. Activity on 
the 146.79 machine got hot & heavy for a bit. 
We should have put APRS in the cars. 


Most barely remembered being carried out of 
the house, but they are all we have left. They 


repeated stories their parents had told them of 
the army forbidding cooking at the risk of being 
shot. One family was allowed to cook but they 
had to take the stove out of the house and 
cook on the edge of the sidewalk. One 
survivor introduced her baby brother, who went 
on to be a SFFD battalion chief. He’s 95. 


There was a long row of vintage fire & police 
vehicles as well as a major portion of the 
SFFD & SFPS active fleet. It was likely the 
safest place in town at that point. 


At 5:14 a.m. the sirens were blown on anything 
that had a siren. Finally we had a minute of 
silence for those lost, the hanging of the 
wreath on the fountain and a few words from 
the Office of Emergency Services and the Red 
Cross. The new SFFD chief was introduced. 


The St. Francis Hook & Ladder Co (firefighting 
historical society) demonstrated the erection of 
a turn of the century 65ft ladder, which was 
then scaled by someone dressed in a turn-of- 
the-century firefighting uniform, who placed an 
American flag at the top. 


The quake remembrance was almost a 
casualty of budget crunch several years ago. 
St Francis hook & ladder Co, SF Historical 
Society and Sees Candy have taken over the 
event. Chuck Huggins, CEO of Sees and his 
wife are very active in the event. His wife 
dresses as Carrie Coit of Coit Tower fame. 
(It's said that Carrie had a thing for firefighters) 


After the quake, Lotta's Fountain (Gift to the 
city some time back from Lotta Crabtree) 
became a message center. It was one of the 
few places with running water still and became 
a place where people left messages for each 
other. This is why it was chosen as site for the 
remembrance. 


After loading the survivors back into their cars 
for breakfast at the St. Francis, we cleaned up 
the site and headed off for the next portion of 

the festivities. 


a 
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At 20th & Church stands a fire hydrant painted 
metallic gold. It is world famous. This hydrant 
was still working after the quake and is 
credited with saving the Mission district. For 
many years "The Phantom” painted it metallic 
gold on the anniversary of the 1906 quake. 
Finally in the 1970s one of the SF papers 
staked out the site and caught "The Phantom" 
AKA: "Doc Brooks". Since then, this is the 2nd 
ceremony, the painting of the hydrant. 


Much of the audience followed the long line of 
Police & Fire vehicles up to 20th & Church. 
Once his "cover was blown", it made sense to 
make this a public event. Everyone who 
comes is invited to take a shot at the hydrant, 
preferably dedicating it to some connection to 
the quake. 


My favorite was from a man with very long red 
hair who dedicated it to several of his family 
members who survived the quake. He also 
added an "And up yours Colonel Funston, for 
blowing up my granddad's hardware store!" 
The audience was hysterical with laughter. 


| took a shot with the spray can and dedicated 
it to the West Contra Costa County RACES & 
ARES as well as Kensington El Cerrito NEAT. 
| also got laughs for my observation that only 
in San Francisco can you "tag" city property in 
front of the police and get away with it.

ARRL E-Mail Forwarding Service Changes 
[ adapted from the ARRL Letter 05-14-04 ] 


The ARRL E-mail Forwarding Service has 
instituted several changes to reduce the 
volume of unwanted e-mail traffic while 
evening the flow of desired correspondence. 
One outcome has been a reduction in "spam" 
via @arrl.net e-mail addresses. Daily volume 
on the free-to-ARRL-members service and the 
number of users, 63,000 and rising, has grown 
dramatically, requiring some mitigation. 


Volume was approaching a million messages 
per day, which threatened to overwhelm the 
resources of the servers that maintain and 
process the e-mail for the Forwarding Service. 
Because of the volume of spam, Internet 
service providers (ISPs) would periodically 
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refuse to accept messages originating from 
@arrl.net addresses, mistakenly identifying the 
Forwarding Service as a spam source. 


The Forwarding Service vendor updated its 
Realtime Black Lists to include many more 
targeted spam sources. It also reduced the 
amount of time a message remains in a queue 
on the @arrl.net servers before the sender 
receives a delivery failure message. Although 
the vendor adjusted the number of recipients 
the Forwarding Service server will process at 
any one time, there is no limit on the number of 
addressees. This means that the sending 
server may have to deliver a given message 
more than once to reach all intended 
recipients. 


Members can help reduce their vulnerability to 
spam by not posting their @arrl.net e-mail 
addresses on public Web sites.

ARRL IN SUBSTANTIAL AGREEMENT WITH FCC 
ON WIDE-RANGING PROPOSALS 
[Excerpt from “The ARRL Letter” 6/14/04] 


The ARRL told the FCC this week that it substantially 
agrees with the Commission's proposed wide-ranging 
changes to Part 97 Amateur Service rules. [Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making and Order (NPRM&O) in WT 
Docket 04-140] 


In a significant item related to license restructuring, the 
NPRM&O recommended adoption of the ARRL's 
"Novice refarming" plan, spelled out in RM-10413. The 
League's later license restructuring petition, RM-10867, 
incorporates refarming--a realignment of HF subbands. 
Noting that the approaching low point of the sunspot 
cycle typically means a migration to the "substantially 
overcrowded 80 and 40-meter bands,” the ARRL urged 
the FCC to act swiftly on the ARRL-proposed band 
realignments. 


Under the now FCC-endorsed ARRL plan, current 
Novice and Technician Plus (i.e. Technician with 
Element 1 credit) licensees could operate on the 80, 40, 
15 and 10-meter General-class CW allocations at up to 
200-W output. The plan also would mean changes in 
the 80, 40 and 15-meter phone bands for General and 
higher class operators.

FCC TURNING BLIND EYE 
IN BPL PROCEEDING, ARRL CHARGES 
[Excerpt from “The ARRL Letter” 6/26/04] 


The ARRL says the FCC apparently has already made 
up its mind about broadband over power line (BPL) and 
"wants no bad news" about the technology. In reply 
comments filed June 22 on the FCC's Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making in ET Docket 03-47, the League 
called on the Commission to take "a fresh look" at BPL 
before enabling its deployment. Again asking the FCC 
to put the proceeding on hold for a year, the League 
recommended that the Commission in the meantime 
require BPL providers to conduct FCC-monitored 
interference testing with all stakeholders. The ARRL 
charged that while an overwhelming majority of 
comments oppose BPL due to interference concerns, 
the FCC continues to rely on what the League called 
"vacuous assurances that BPL would not cause harmful 
interference." Test data and a growing record of 
unresolved complaints indicate otherwise, the ARRL 
said. 


"ARRL is of the view that this proceeding has been 
prejudged and will, in the end, be decided not on the 
technical issues that should control the outcome of this 
proceeding, but on the politics of the matter," the 
League commented. "Given the evidence on the 
Commission's table, it cannot now authorize BPL at the 
radiated emission levels proposed, and without 
substantial restrictions." 


Among those restrictions, the League recommended 
keeping BPL altogether away from all Amateur Radio 
allocations, should the FCC decide to authorize BPL 
under its proposed rules. As an alternative, the FCC 


should guarantee that an interfering BPL system can be 
shut down immediately in the face of a valid complaint, 
"not after a BPL provider has taken months to discover 
that the interference cannot be resolved.” 


To date, the ARRL contended, the FCC has seemingly 
ignored the League's BPL technical studies as well as 
the National Telecommunications and Information 
Administration (NTIA) Phase 1 BPL study that clearly 
demonstrate BPL's interference potential. Five 
additional technical evaluations accompanied the 
ARRL's reply comments. 


"The Commission is obligated by the Administrative 
Procedure Act to look for fire where it is shown a good 
deal of smoke," the League said. "Here there is far more 
than smoke in the record." Any decision in the BPL 
proceeding "must be supported by substantial 
evidence," the ARRL asserted. 


The League Said the results of both its studies and the 
NTIA's "are entirely consistent.” Referring to the NTIA 
Phase 1 analysis, the ARRL said it's "quite reasonable 
to assume that the interference potential of BPL 
systems to fixed HF Amateur Radio stations is on the 
order of 460 meters (approximately 1509 feet) from the 
nearest BPL device." No proposals address BPL 
interference mitigation for mobile stations, the ARRL 
noted. 


While commenting extensively on--and in some 
instances agreeing with—the NTIA's late-filed 
comments, however, the League said they depict an 
agency that must "balance dual and, in this case, 
conflicting roles” as the White House 
telecommunications policy advocate. The League 
questioned the NTIA's contention that BPL is a "win-win" 
situation and its deployment would lead to lower power 
line noise. 


"Not so," the ARRL countered. "Licensed radio services 
operating in the sensitive HF environment should not 
have foist upon them a substantial interference risk from 
unlicensed devices or systems whatsoever." The 
League said replacing one interference source with 
another in the same bands is "not in any way beneficial.” 


The ARRL also faulted the FCC for neglecting to 
acknowledge or respond to a mounting number of 
interference complaints, most from amateur licensees 
living in BPL field trials areas. "The Commission has, as 
of this writing, adjudicated not a single one and has 
ignored repeated requests from licensed radio amateurs 
for even a confirmation of receipt of their complaints!" 
the ARRL emphasized. The League also expressed little 
confidence in utilities that have failed to resolve power 
line noise complaints to do any better with BPL 
complaints....
